Indications That Archbishop Corrigan Has 
Incurred the Pope’s Displeasure. 
New York, Sept. 7.—[Special.]—There is 
reason to believe, despite the reserve of Dr. 
Burtsell on the subject, that within the last 
few months grave charges, accompanied by 
documentary evidence, have been brought 
against Archbishop Corrigan in Rome. The 
New York Archbishop has been accused 
of insidious and perfidious opposi- 
tion to the apostolic delegate. The docu- 
ments on which the charges are 
based are understood to cover a period 
extending from 1892 till some time after the 
declaration of deference to the Pope which 
Archbishop Corrigan read last year in St.

It 
is said much has been supplied by the Arch- 
bishop’s own letters. Nothing positive ap- 
pears to have been settled in Rome as to the 
course which will be adopted in dealing with 
the question of the Archbishop.

There are infimations that 
the State Senatorial committee which has 
for months been investigating the frauds 
against the State in the cutting ot 
pine from school lands will be able 
to show astonishing evidence not only that 
the timber pirates have appropriated 
millions of dollars’ worth of lumber belong- 
ing to the State but that in trying to cover up 
their stealings they have started fires which 
have resulted in the terrible loss of life and 
property in Pine, Kanabec, Carlton, and other 
counties in the pine belt.

Scout Gets Sworn Evidence. 

In one of the chief hotels in St. Cloud yes- 
terday a scout, employed by the commission 
to ferret out cases of lumber thieving, de- 
clared he had secured sworn evide that 
millions of feet of lumber had been stolen and 
that as soon as it had been cut the lumber- 
men. had instructed their employés to burn 
the ground over and to make a good, clean 
job of — + 
This is a possible explanation of most of 
the fires that have swept this region. The. 
lumbermen in cutting timber leave great 
piles of toppings all through the woods, 
and besides that all the smaller trees and 
underbrush are left untouched. A _ torch 
thrust here and there into the piles of “top- 
pings in sucha dry season as this starts a 
tremendous fire that burns over the whole 
half cleared area and 
from which 
down to lumps of charcoal, and 
when the gaugers of the commission come to 
measure the stumpage on the ravaged school 
lands they are left with absolutely no basis 
for calculating the amount of lumber stolen. 
This is exactly what the crooked lumber. 
men want, but in starting these fires they have 
made altogether too clean a job” of it, 
The fires have spread over 1,000 
square miles of country. They have de- 
stroyed nobody knows how many hundreds 
of human lives; they have devoured, 20. 
000,000 worth of property. Whether or not 
it can be proved that these fires grew out of 
the little ones kindled by timber pirates 
there is loud demand through all the pine 
country that the manner of cutting timber be 
severely regulated. 

Grave Danger in Present Methods. 
It is declared that even where there is no

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IRRITATED TO ANGER. BY BULINGS 
IN THE DEBS CASE. 


‘Excitedly Protests Against the Admission 
of Testimony of Violence and Intimida- 
tion, Which He Confesses Would Con- 
‘witt the Ex-Strike Leader if the Latter 
Can Be Connected with IteGatches a 
Tartar in a Witty Fireman=Full Text 


of Judge Woods’ Rule. 

The trial of Debs and the directors of the 
American Railway Union for ‘contempt of 
court before Judge Woods of the United 
States Circuit Court is over until next Tues- 

‘day owing to some engagements Judge 

Woods has in Indianapolis. The proceedings 
| of yesterday, unlike the telegram- reading of 
the first two days, were not only interesting, 
but occasionally exciting There were no 
more people in the court-room than before, 
because no more were admitted. Hundreds, 
no doubt, would have been in attendance if 
they couid have gained admittance. 

There was no sleeping yesterday and no in- 
difference. Debs and the other defendants. 
as wellas the attorneys on both sides and 
Judge Woods himself, were «ll widd awake 
and had their hands full, The prosecution in- 
troduced fifteen or twenty witnesses whose 
testimony was designed to furnish the court a 
vivid picture of the wreck and ruin produced 
by the strikers last July and toconnect Debs 
and his associates with this lawlessness 
through his telegrains. Mr. Erwin had often 


and his coadjutors contested almost every 
word these witnesses uttered and become in- 
volved in several encounters with the court. 
There were those in the court-room who 
fancied they couid see in the face of Debs the 
proofs of a complete nervous break-down. 
But there was no apparent foundation for 
such an impression. Both Debs and Howard 
displayed ten times the anxiety yesterday 
thev did un the two previous days, but they 
did not appear to be broken down or ill. 
Testimony of Viclence Admitted. 


Judge Woods adopted a eourse of procedure 
which exasperated the defense. He ruled out 
practically no testimony effered by the prose- 
cution, though constantly admitting the ille- 
gality of parts of it. I will admit it for the

all the evidence of 
yesterday was admitted provisionally on this 
principle. and the defense thought it did their 
clients just as much harm as if admitted ab- 
solutely. Mr. Erwin choked down his rising 
choier during the morning, but in the after- 
noon he blazed out and furnished anotner 
scene like the one he produced July 25.

His 
voice was raised high as he protested against 
what he called the illegality of themroceed- 
ings. When he had finished the court said: 

“The evidence will be admitted for the 
present, and you can argue its admissibility 
pt the close, 

Mr. Erwin had an encounter in the after- 
noon witha witness named Harry Swan, a 
locomotive fireman. He had given some 
straightforward testimony against the strikers 
which irritated Mr. Erwin excessively, and 
when the direct examination was through he 
fairly flewat him like a hawk, as if to tear 
him in pieces. The result was a wordy duel 
in which the fireman outwitted the lawyer, 
and turhed the laugh on him a half dozen 
times. The whole court-room was in a storm 
of laughter, which the court and the Marsha! 
had not the heart to rebuke. When Swan left 
the witness stand it was several miautes be- 
fore the audience quieted down sufficiently 
for another witness to be called, and Mr. Er-

Paul yards in that city. He said July 4 a 
man named Con McAaliffe came to him with 
a telegram from Debts, and said the switch- 
men must stop work, otherwise the American 
Railway Union would see that they lost their 
jobs in the future. Witness said they had no 
grievance, but McAuliffe said they should 
strike through sympathy. Committees from 
Debs went through the yards urging the men 
to strike and enough of them left their work 
to tie up the business of the road for five 
days. The strikers also resorted to violence 
and delayed a passenger train July 5. Mr. 
Erwin — the witness fiercely, 
but came out second best. The telegram 
shown the witness was, he said, as follows: 

Curcaco, July 3.—To C. 8S. McAuliffe: Get 
switchmen, firemen, and all others on Milwaukee 
system ont immediately. Put committee in 
charge. Wire name of Chairman. We are gain- 
ing ground every whera.’ Strike now reaches east- 
ward to Ohio. will surely win.

‘Forty men 
swarmed over his engine, pointed pistole at 
him, kicked him, and finally carried him and 
his fireman a mile away to the house of a man 
named Kennedy, No. 142 Fulton street, Puil- 
man, They were released an hour later and 
allowed to move the train on condition they 
should never come back to Chicago. While 
in captivity they were offered supper and 
beds, Charles F. Wagner, the fireman cap- 
tured with Murphy, was sworn and told sub- 
stantially the same story. 


Stories of Shameful Outrages Related. 


James H. Banta, an Illinois Central en- 
gineer; N. Gebber, a Big Four engineer, 
related different sections of a shameful nar- 
rative of violence to their respective trains 
near Kensington and Pullman July 5. Im- 
mense mobs assembled, pistols were fired, 
people were shot, tracks were obstructed, 
trains derailed, and a reign of terror wus in- 
stituted. H. F. Houghton, Assistant Super- 
intendent of the Chicago Division of the Big 
Four road, who was a passenger on one of the 
trains, corroborated the statements of the 
engineers. 

‘The next witness was a modest, but clear- 
headed, slow-spoken man 30 years old, 
named Harry Swan, who isa Rock Island 
freman. His testimony was interesting on 
accoynt of his collfsion with Mr. Erwin on the 
cro4s-e€xaimination. He described the scenes at 
Blue Island, when the injunction posters were 
torn down with oaths, and immense mobs 
with white badges stopped and derailed trains. 
and even denied the delayed passengers food 
and water. The story without doubt was cal- 
culated to hurt the defendants, and Mr. 
Erwin worked himself up intoarage. As 
soon as Mr. Walker was through with the wit- 
ness Mr. Erwin launched out into the cross- 
examination, which excited peals of laughter 
from beginning to end, always at his expense. 
In it all no point was made by the defense, 
except thatallof the testimony concerning 
| events that took place prior to July 2 be ruled 
out. The court did not agree with him. The 
cross-examination touched mostly on imma- 
terial thmys, in which the wit of a lawyer was 
pitted against that of a fireman, and the latter 
acquitted himself with credit. 

Carl Pfeil related the story of the mob’s at- 
tack on the switch tower at Forty-filth street 
July 5,in which he was corroborated by 
Douglas Doyle, a special officer of the West- 
ern Indiana. 

Judge Woods’ Reply to Irwin. 


It was during Mr. Doyle's testimony Mr.

This is the sameWind 
of testimony as that of the last witness. It is ir- 
relevant and immaterial. l want to say this to 
the court in good faith, and candidly, that this 
inquiry is before the publie. The constant reit- 
eration and narration of detestable scenes of mob 
violence happening during this late strike, with- 
out tracing to the defendants in any way their 
responsibility or complicity, will throw the 
greatest possible burden upon your Honor. who 
sits here before an expectant public, desiring 
that some one be punished, because of the 
strained inferences and conclusions against these 
defendants; andthe government has no more 
right to lay before your Honor this strained con- 
dition of pubiic duty than it has to vex the pub- 
lhe by this proceeding. Now it seems to me, to 
be candid and plain, since they have not at- 
tempted to connect the defendants as yet with 
any one of these conditions of mob violence, 
either one of which if properly connected would 
subject the defendants to the punishment of this 
court, that it is the purpose ands plan 
of the persons conducting this examina- 
tion to ad dowa this table with 
scenes of violence entirely disconnected, to raise 
a public ery for punishment in the absence of 
proof to connect them. And this has proceeded 
to such an extreme extent without the first par- 
‘ ticle of testimony— while it is wise on the part of 
your Honor to rely upon counsel to connect these 
things it does seem to me chat in the interest of 
the public a stop should be put to this thing 
now, until they do connect it, for they have 
proved enough, le they do connect us, to damn us. 

The Court—The court, of course, gives counsel 
credit for candor in all of his objections, and has 
not announced to the contrary n one way or an- 
other, and so far as the burden thrown on the 
court. is concerned, the court will necessarily 
ha vo to bear it. But it is expressly averred in 
this information, and to my mind itis the most 
material averment in the information in one 
aspect, that these scenes of violence did go on, 
and that your peuple were responsible for them. 
Now I don't pretend to know or say or guess how 
far they can carry their proof in that regpect, but 
I don't see because one witness has testified to a 
thing that I have not the right to allow another 
to testify to the same thing. 

Mr. Erwin—I called your Honor’s attention to 
this and I call the public's attention to it, 
cause I am sure they can never connect these de- 
fendants with one of these things.

The Court—Of course so far as the public is 
concerned it is desirable that no mistake shall 
be made, and in the end it will be the responsi-

GATHERING STATISTICS OF THESTRIKES. 


Agents of the Government Begin the Work 
of Compilation. 

Ethelbert Stewart and Frank J. Sheridan, 
agents of the United States Department of 
Labor, are in the city gathering statistics re- 
lating to strikes and lockouts. The Commis- 
sioner of Labor, under instructions from 
Congress, has ordered an investigation of all 
labor troubles from Jan. 1, 1887, up to and 
including the Pullman strike and the Debs 
boycott. Mr. Stewart said yesterday that the 
department soon after it was organized made 
a record of strikes covering the period from 
1880 to 1886, and the reports have been pub- 
lished. It is now beginning where the work 
was left off, and will bring the record down 
to date. Everything eae to strikes is 
gathered up. Agents of the department are 
engaged in this work in all the large cities 
and manufacturing centers. 


RERING SEA FLEET ORDERED HOME. 


Warships Patrolling Sealing Waters Soon 
to Return to San Francisco. 

Wasurverox, D. C., Sept. 7.—Orders have 
been issued for the return to San Francisco of 
all vessels composing tne Bering Sea patrol 
fleet. They are to sail for home not later than 
the 15th inst. The sealing season will be prac- 
tically at an end by that date, and whatever 
services may be Men required can be effi- 
ciently rendered by the revenue cutters. The 
United Statee steamer Adams has already 
reached Whatcom, Wash. The Adams ran 
aground in Bering Sea during a dense fog, 
but was hauled off betore it had sustained 
serious damage. At the time of the accident 
Commander J. J. Bryce, thecommanding offi- 
cer, was down with remittent fever, and the 
vessel was in command of the executive 
officer.

| DR. OONKLING BELIEVED TO BE THE 


VIOTIM OF A OONSPIRAOY. 


Stone Lake at Cassopolis, Mich., Dragged, 
but No Trace of His Remains Found 
Several Theories Advanced to Explain 
His Mysterious Taking Of- Meestin tf 
Plotters Supposed to Have Been Held 
Near Bay City — Reward of $2,000 
Offered. f 

ELxHAr, Ind., Sept. 7.— [Special.] — The 
developments today in the disappearance of 
Dr, A. B. Conkling of Cassopolis, Mich., ha ve 
added more evidence of a conspiracy to mur- 
der him. Stone Lake was patrolled during 
the long. watches of last night and every 
foot of the lake bottom was dragged with 
iron hooks. The belief that the murdered 
man's body has been buried in the 
lake was strengthened by the story 
told by the village fisherman, who 
says he was awakened at an early hour 
Wednesday morning by a man’s cries. He 
went to the door of his cottage on the bank of 
the lake and was just able to distinguish the 
figures of several men on the-north shore. The 
cry was not repeated, The fisherman’s 
story caused the watchers at the lake to 
double their vigilance, but investigaticn dis- 
proved the theory and confirmed the belief 
that if Conkling was murdered his body was 
buried in an isolated spot. Stone Lake ‘is 
surrounded on all sides by a dense wood, and 
the wilderness of forest trees offered just such 
a place as would 5 by assassins who 
sought to conceal eVidence of crime. 

A strange circumstance came to light to- 
day. Dr. Conkling’s deposition in the casein 
which he was an important witness was to 
have beet taken Wednesday morning. Tues- 
day night he was lured from his home to 
his death. The best detective in the State 
is at work on the case and as 
the mystery deepens public interest 
increases. A Democratic county convention 
was held in the village ‘today at which resolu- 
tions were adopted urging the officers to un- 
earth the conspiracy and punish the prin- 
cipals.

Conspiracy to Take His Life, 

It came out today that Dr. Conkling was a 
leading witness in au action brought for irregu- 
lar pructice against a fellow- practitioner. and 
this fact is hinted at as being closely allied 
with the conspiracy. Dr. Conkling was vig- 
orous in his denunciation of his fellow-physi- 
cian’sa crime, and his testimony, it is said, 
would have been 3 

Charles J. and Mary L. Schackett of Bay 
City, Mich., carried a policy in a ople’s 
mutual benefit security on the life of Michael 
Butler of Elk Rapids, Mich. Butler died 
under suspicious circumstances and the pay- 
ment of the policy was resisted by the com- 
pany and the investigation which was 
instituted established the fact that 
fraudulent practices had been resorted to and 
that the persons implicated were liable for 
penitentiary sentences. Dr. Conkling, though 
himself nota party tothe plot to victimize 
the insurance company, was fully conversant 
with the facts. He could not be forced into 
silence and it was his persistence that em- 
boldened the plotters, it is said, and hastened 
his untimely fate. 

It is stated the meeting of the plotters was 
held in an abandoned house on the outskirts 
of Bay City, this story being offered in ex- 
planation of the secret meetings which the 
police now profess to believe were held at 
this rendezvous. This was early in July, it 
being necessary that the plot be carried into 
execution before the meeting of the United 
States District Court. 


May Be Heid in Captivity. 


That Dr. Conkling was murdered there no 
longer exists any reasonabledoubt. The only 
other theory offered in explanation of his ab- 
sence is that he is bemg held in captivity 
until the co by reason of his absence 
strikes the cases’ from the docket, This view 
is not warranted by the developments at 
hand.

ILLITERAOY IN SOUTHERN STATES 


The Percentage Is Greater in Louisiana 
than in Any Other State. 

New Orleans Times-Democrat: We men- 
tioned the other day that the illiteracy statis- 
ties of Louisiana are untavorable. The more 
they are studied the worse they appear and 
the more clearly they prove the necessity for 
more and better schools and longer sessions. 

As we have noted the number of illiterates— 
i. e.: the population over 10 years of age that 
cannot read and write, is greater in Louisiana 
than in any other State in the Union. Of its 
total popuiation of 1,118,587 only 430,299, 
of 38.4 per ceut, can read and write. Omit- 
ting the children, the percentages of illiterates 
to the adult population in the several States 
are as follows:

From the sixth place Louisiana has retro- 
graded to the first. 

But the worst feature of these statistics is 
that in relation to the white population. 
While we have not pretended that the schools 
for the negroes have been all they should be, 
we have laid claim to having fairly good 
schools for the whites. And yet the census 
tells us that in Louisiana alone in the whole 
Union is ‘liiteracy increasmg among the 
whites. Ten years ago only 18.4 per cent of 
the white adult population was unable to read 
and write; today it is 20,1 per cent. It will not 
do to charge this to the past, as one of our 
friends proposes. Thousands of white . peo- 
ple are growing up in illiteracy 2 en 
years ugo there were 58,951 white illiterate 
adults in Louisiana; today they number 80, 
939, an increase of 21,088, or 38.8 per cent. 
Making due allowance for the deaths, we al- 
iowed during that period 41.638 white chil- 
dren to enter manhood and womanhood with- 
out the benefit of education, ignorant and 
illiterate. Our neighbors have been doing 
better. During the decade when the white 
illiterates increased in Louisiana 21,988 
they decreased in Mississippi 8,608, in Ar- 
kansas 5.452, in Virginia 9.634. in North 
Carolina 14.310, in Georgia 13,543, in Ken- 
tucky, 30,646, and in Teunessee 44,148. 
While all these States were making an im- 
presemest Louisiana was dropping further

The $30,000,000 
only represented $10,000,000, so the 
stock and the trust came into 
disrepute. Sound financiers. avoided them, 
and when a loan was needed it could not be 
secured. n bad to go to Morris. 
The tariff had something to do with the fail- 
ure, but then finances are so bad that the 
money saved by withdrawing range from 
bond cannot tide then over the difficult 
They made a bad investment in quick sale 
whisky in Kentucky last yea? when it was 
rumored the tariff would be increased 20 per 
cent. A receivership will not hurt Pitts- 
burg. as everybody here expected it, and the 
individual companies will probably resume 
operations.

No royal family 
ia Europe has produced men of equal-ability

Princes—the first, William of Orange, who 
was assassinated at Deift in 1584; his sons, 
Maurice, the most eminent soldier of his time, 
who died in 1625, and Frederick Henry, who, 
until his death in 1647, durmg the Thirty 
Years’ War, raised hie country to the highest 
pitch of pr rity and power; and iastly, his 
great-grandson,*who became King William 
III. ot England, Ireland, and Scotland.

The fear that the Government of the 
United States would not be able to maintain its 
various moneys ona parity, but that we were 
upon the point of being forced tothe silver 
standard with results similar to those just de- 
scribed, materially contributed to the panic of 
last year. For the condition f the Treasu 
which led in part to the fear thi4. Republican rv d 
ministration was responsible. 

e repeal of the purchasing clause of the 
Sherman bill stopped the panic of a year ago, 
and where money could not be had at any price 
in the summer of 1893 it can now readily be ob- 
tained at low rates of interest. 

And yet, with the terrible experiences of last 
year fresh in our minds it is proposed to open 
the mints without a limit to the flow of silver that 
would certainly produce silver monometallism. 
The fearof silver monometallism materially con- 
tributed to last year’s panic. What would hap- 
pen with free and unlimited coinage of silver, 
which would absolutely produce such a result? 

Mr. Smith closed his speech with an appeal 
to the voters of the State to remain true to 
the Democratic principle of sound money in- 
augurated by Jefferson. supported by Jack- 
son, and preserved by Cleveland. 


Speaker Crisp on the Tariff. 


Speaker Crisp followed Sevretary Smith. 
In the course of his speech he said:

UNION PAOIFIO WAGES DEOISION. 


Judge Bellinger Rules to the Reverse of 
Judge Caldwell. 
PortianD, Ore., Sept. 7.—In the Oregon 
Railway and Navigation wage schedule in the 
United States Court Judge Bellinger this 
morning rendered an important decision on 
a question in point, the exact reverse of 
a decision rendered by Judge Caldwel 
in the Union Pacific wage schedule in the 
United States Court at Omaha. In the 
Union Pacific case Judge Caldwell decided 
the receivers had no power to change 
the schedule and rules, but should pe- 
tition the court to make the change. In 
his decision Judge Bellinger said the court 
cannot be expected to stand over the receiver 
and follow him through the minute details of 
his work: Under the rules 
posed, which was the one handed down 
by Judge Caldwell, the receiver might want 
to make a bundred ora thousand changes in 
a year, for each of which the court would 
have to give an order, This would involve a 
question that it seemed to him was impracti- 
cable. The question in this case was whether 
the receiver could make reduc‘ions in the 
wages of employés without the consent of the 
Court. The decision was followed by an- 
other to the effect that the order of Judge 
Caldwell in the Union Pacific wage case was 
not binding on the separate receiver of the 
Oregon Railway and Navigation com- 
pany. This disposed of all the technicai 
points, and the court announced he would hear 
the case on its merits. In referring to the 
causes for the reduction in the wages of oper- 
atives counsel for the receiver said the reports 
of earnings and operating expenses for the 
month of April last showed a deficiency of 
over $100,000.. He estimated for the pres- 
ent year the deficiency would exceed over 
$1,000,000, and if there was to be a contin- 
ued deficiency in the 2 expenses the 
road had better be a oned.

POINT FOR GOVERNMENT CONTRACTORS. 


Proposals Once Submitted Are Declared 
ta Be Beyand Recall. 

Wasurneron, D. C., Sept. 7.— The Attorney- 
General has given an opinion to the Navy 
„Department which is of great interest to all 
persons who do business with the government 
by contract. The question at issue was 
whether persons who had submitted proposals 
to the Navy Department, in response to an 
advertisement, coula legally withdraw them 
before the date fixed for their opening. This 
has been allowed heretofore under opinions 
cf previous Attorney-Generals, who had ruled 
that such proposals might properly be with- 
drawn at any time prior to the hour fixed for 
their’ opening. The practice, however, has 
not worked well, as in several instances it 
was found the bids withdrawn in this way 
were really more satisfactory than those that 
remained. Attorney-(eneral Olney takes 
issue with his predecessors in this matter and 
holds in effect that a proposal once submitted 
in response to a public advertisement is be- 
yond recall and that the$maker is bound by 
the terms of his proposal in the event of its 
acceptance by the department. 


HELPING THE GOOD ROADS MOVEMENT. 


Information Contained in a Report of the 
Geological Survey. 

Wasuinoton, D. C., Sept. 7.—Practical in- 
formation for the guidance of all interested 
in the good roads movement is embodied 
in an important report of the United States 
Geological Survey on the geology of the com- 
mon roads of the country. The report re- 
views the sources of supply of road-stones, 
and says a disadvantage arises from the fact 
that almost half the area of this country, that 
part of it having nine-tenths of its crop-giving 
vaiue, lacks adequate materials for high- 
way consfruction. It continues: Our rail- 
way authorities should be brought to re- 
alize the importance of favoring transporta- 
tion over their lines of road-making materials, 
The greater number of public roads in this 
country are in effect branches of one or more 
railways. So far only a few railways have 
been disposed to foster the betterment of 
highways by fixing the charge for materials 
for their construction at actual carriage cost. 


SHORT WHEAT CROP NOTED IN HUNGARY 


Prospects tor Giood Markets Are Also Said 
« to Be Discoursaeging. 

Wasnineton, D. C., Sept. 7.—Eugene Ger- 
mane, United States Consul at Zurich, 
Switzerland. has forwarded a report dated 
Aug. 24 concerning the crop of Hungary. It 
shows the wheat crop is euperior in quality, 
but about 15 to 20 per cent less than that of 
last year. The estimated crop is about 
3,700,000 tons of wheat, The prospect for 
good markets, the report says, is discourag- 
ing. The international agricultural de- 
pression now prevailing has affected agrarian 
interests as well as the milling interests of the 
world. Protective duties, the report says, 
have failed to produce the desired effect or 
check the downward tendencies.in the prices 
of wheat. Farmers in the United States who 
sold their wheat in 1881 for $1.19 per 
bushel could realize only 80 cents in 1893, 
and the same condition prevails the world 
over. Ashort crop is reported of rye, and 
but one-third of a crop of corn, Barley is a 
good crop.

RAIN OOMES DOWN IN TORRENTS. 


Refreshing Dash That Lowers the Tem- 
perature Over a Wide Area.

DRAINAGE BOARD MAY DO THE WORK. 


Canal Commissioners Do Not Wish to Re- 
pair Dam No. 1 Now. 

The Board of Canal Commissidners and 
the Drainage Board met yesterday after- 
noon and attempted to come to an agree. 
ment about the payment for maintaining and 
repairing Dam No. 1 at Joliet. The dam is 
across the Desplaines River, and it forms a 
pool that tides the Illinois and Michigan 
Canal across the valley. A new dam is badly 
needed, but the Canal Commissioners say 
that they are unwilling to go to that es pense, 
bezause in a year or so the drainage channel 
would render the work unnecessary. 
repairs needed are also costly, and the canal 
board again raised the objection of expense. 
The board wants the Drainage Trustees to pay 
for the work. Nodefinite agreement was reac 
yesterday, but Chief Engineer Randolph of 
the Drainage Board was told toconfer with 
Supt. Ryan and the engineer of the Canal 
Commission and learn definitely Just what 
work must be done and what t will cost. His 
report must be made not later than Sept. 17, 
The canal embankment at Juliet is 
raised at the expense of the Drainage Board, 
the members having agreed to this course ata 
meeting with the Canal Commissioners held 
some time ago. The cost of the embankment 
raising will be $16,000. The work will al- 
low the turning of the waters of the Des- 
plaines to a certain point away from Chicago 
and thus in times of flood be of 
service in keeping the lake near the 
mouth of the Chicago River pure. The 
Drainage Board probably will assume the 
work at Dam No. 1 and getit done before 
cold weather begins. The embankment at 
Willow Springs is forcing great quantities of 
muck into the river bed and provisions for its 
removal were made yesterday. The drainage 
engineers reported the rain of Thursday was 
the heaviest in the given time since the work 
began. No damage was reported from any 
point. Work was delayed most of yesterday 
on many sections until the water could be 
pum out. 


ME. ACKERMAN’S PEEP INTO UTOPIA. 


Increased Assessment as a Cure for Chron- 
ic Municipal Ills, 

Increase in the city’s revenue is the object 
of a conference Controller Ackerman is seek- 
ing to arrange with members of the State 
Board of Equalization. “I shall urge,” said 
the Controller, that the assessment of Cook 
County be increased $50,000,000, if not 
more. The property of this and all otter 
counties in the State should be assessed at full 
cash value and the rate should be proportion- 
ately lower. The valuation of property in East- 
ern cities and the Western cities too does not 
begin to compare with that of Chicago and is 
in every instance much higher than ours. 
For instance, assessment for 
New York in 1893 was. 52,000, 000.000; for 
Boston, $1,000,000,000; for Brooklyn, 
$506,000,000. St. Louis had an assess- 
ment of $280,000,000. The assessment for 
Chicago the same year was only $245,000,- 
000 and for other years the proportion is the 
same. With this increased assessment the 
city would have more money than at present.

Kirkwood, like Lincoln, 
was largely indebted for his wonderful popu- 
larity to the promulgation by those who knew 
him best of numerous anecdotes and pleas- 
antries which never failed to win the love and 
confidence of his fellow-men. Ex-Gov. 
Kirkwood belonged distinctively to that type 
of public men, now rapidly passing away,

which was bred to hardship and adventure, 
and which shared the ruggedness and self: 
reliance characteristic of the generation in 
which they lived. Samuel Jordan Kirkwood 
was born Dec. 20, 1813, and was therefore the 
senior of Andrew G. Curtin, Pennsylvania’s 
old war Governor, by four years. Now that 
Kirkwood is dead, Gov. Curtin is the only war 
Governor surviving the notable conference of. 
loyal Governors which met in Altoona, Pa., in 
1863 for the purpose of securing the recall 
of Gen. George B. McClellan. ‘The pro- 
ceedings of this conference,” says H. W. 
Lathrop, Director of the Iowa Historical 
Society and a bosom friend of Gov. Kirk. 
wood. were curiously enough never reported. 
to the press. The meeting was heid with 
closed doors. Gov. Kirkwood was selected 
as spokesman for the loyal Governors, and as- 
signed the task of suggesting to President 
Lincoln the wisdom and necessity of recail- 
mg McClellan. The reasons advanced for so 
doing are of course familiar. It is said the 
President flushed at the conclusion of Kirk- 
wood’s remarks, but recovering his com- 
posure replied: ‘Governor, if I thought the 
removal of McClellan would advance the Union 
cause, he would be removed by tomorrow 
night.’ The convention resulted in the re- 
Tr of McClellan in the followmg Novem- 

r. 
Another story is told of Kirk wood's rela- 
tions with Lincoln which well illustrates the 
friendliness between the two. In 1859 
Kirkwood was given the Gubernatorial 
nomination by the Whigs and was 
pitted against A. C. Dodge. The 
campaign which followed marked the 
most bitter and closest political struggle ever 
waged in Iowa, Lincoln, shortly after the 
beginning of the canvass, made a trip to 
Kansas City. Returumg by way of Council 
Bluffs, he stopped off at that city, and made 
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found it difficult to abandon the law, he found 
it an equal hardship to cast aside his old po- 
liticai friends, and, indirectly, political life. 
The Republican party in Iowa was organized 
in 1856. When the constituent convention 
was called in that year Kirkwood resolved to 
attend it, hoping to see some of his old Ohio 
friends whom he knew would be present. 
On oe ae convention hall Kirkwood 
was immediately spied out by his friends, and 
called upon for as h. He looked con- 
fused, and replied t he did not fame his 
new ideas would conform to the esprit de

A Poor Politician. 


As a politician Kirkwood was a constitu- 


tional failure. Says Mr. Lathrop: “ He wee 


the poorest politician I ever knew. Still 
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had the reputation among his political oppo- 
nents of being a shrewd schemer. But as a 
matter of fact Kirkwood couldnot lay a 
scheme deep enough to elect an Alderman in 
a third-rate town. He would not way to 
that kind of business. He was the most truly 
honorable man it has ever been my fortune 
to meet. He hated corruption and surrepti- 
tious methods.

the organization of a debating school to 
which, after years, he attributed his in- 
spiration to become a public speaker. He 
taught school at the age of 14 and continued 
to teach and clerk until he was able to gain a 


competency through his law practice, 
While teachi he cleared forests until 
late at night and otherwise assisted 


his father, who was a farmer and blacksmith. 
In Gov. Kirkwood education has always 
found a stanch friend. For many years 
was member of the Board of Trustees of the 
Iowa State Agricultural College, and a Re- 
gent of the State University. He never has 
refused to hold any office wherein he believed 
his services were needed by the people, and 
until com tively recent years he has offi- 
ciated as director of his country school dis- 
trict.

He was in the habit of 
leaning heavily on his friends, not only in 


this way, but by living at their houses. 


In his princely way he sponged on their 
bounty; some were proud and glad that he 
did this, while others were indignant. 

Does he recognize his obligations?” On the 
contrary, he mizes them with effusion, espe- 
cially in public; he smiles and bows and beckons 
across the street to them. But when they pass 
over he turns away. and he speedily loses them 
in the crowd. The recognition is purely spiritual 
—it isn't in the least social. 

Here are a few scattered sentences; but one 
despairs of suggesting the calcium light which 
from every quarter follows the fantastic and 
fascinating figure uf Saltram. 

He has that quality or other [says a young 
woman] who condemns us in advance to forgive 
bim the humiliation, as I may call it, to which 
he has subjected us. 

Two-thirds of his work are merely colossal 
projects and announcements, His circulars and 
programs. of which I possess an almost complete 
cdliection, areas the solemn ghosts of generz- 
tions never born. 

The author's real misfortune was that subscrib- 
ers were so wretchedily literal. When they taste- 
lessiy inquired why publication had not ensued I 
was tempted’ to ask whé in the world had ever 
been so published. Nature herself had brought 
him out in-vvoluminous form and the money was 
simply a deposit on borrowing the work. 

“The sight of a great suspended swinging 
crystal, huge, lucid, lustrous, a block of light, 
flashing back every impression of life and 
every possibility of thought,” are the words 
in which Mr. James himself expresses Sal- 
tram; and the phrase is worthy of living in 
literature as a tribute paid to Coleridge. Mr. 
Saltram is of course separated from his wife 
and the five little Saltrams. It is neatly said 
of the wife that she offered the odd spectacle 
of a spirit puffed up by dependence. 

The wife often appeared at my chambers to 
talk ovor his lacune. for if, as she declared, she 
had washed her hards of him she carefully pro- 
seryed the water of his ablution, and she handed 
it about for inspection. 

Saltram comes in for sharp criticism from 
practical characters who cannot make allow- 
ance for the frailties of genius. How true 
was the observation, for instance, that he 
was—from the worldly point of view—'*a 
man to use, and never a man to be used by. 
How true again thie—and there are many 
people who will not qualify it— 

The only thing that really counts for one’s esti- 
mate of a person is his conduct. 

The great man is often worried and then 
never at his best; but Mr. James, who can 
be as crucl as he can be artistically kind 
(for this is the beauty of the story—it shows 
the sympathies combined of an artist and 
gentleman), hints that his worriment meant 
‘* being too enslaved ior the hour to the sup- 
erstition of sobriety. The American girl, 
who is the good genius of the story, 
discovers the charity of his mind 
even when he is under tne suspicion of being 
Overtzimulated. Why not have the courage 
of one’s forgiveness, she asked, aus well as 
the enthusiasm of one’s adhesion?’ She 
hadn't been in the house a month without 
finding out that Saltram was not a man of 
starch and whaiebone.

Her anger increases as she hears 
the youth mutter the name of the adored one 
in his sleep, and while the Angelus sounds 
peacefully across the Norman fields and or- 
chards, amid which the scene of the story is 
laid, she rises in an outburst of passion and 
blasphemes a terrible God, who feeds on tears 
and enjoys the sufferings of his creatures. 
The Angelus is thus tragic and somber, a 
fitting prelude to the breakdown of a brilliant 
mina, e are some leaves lacking in the 
manuscript, but, as it stands, the story is ex- 
pected to produce a deep impression on the 
numerous readers of Maupassant’s works. 

Strong efforts are being made to bring out 
a complete edition of the works of Guy de 
Maupassant, whose stories have been shame- 
fully pirated and mutilated everywhere. but 
espevially in this country. The contemplated 
edition is delayed by Mine. de Maupassant, 
mother of the dead novelist, who in her grief 
is disinclined to business. 


Opposes Woman's Suffrage. 

Mrs. Schuyler Van Rensselaer has written 
an essay on the question of whether itis de- 
sirable for women to vote, which is published 
in pamphlet form by the De Vinne press. 
Mrs. Van Rensselaer argues against tne es- 
tablishment of woman suffrage, claiming 
that the burden of proof rests with those who 
desire the innovation. It is not necessary for 
conservatives to prove that woman’s suffrage 
is undesirable, but the other side must prove 
that it is so manifestly desirable that, for its 
sake, the country should run the enor. 
mous risk involved in a political 
and social revolution. She insists that 
the present condition, like the human 
individual, must be considered right unless 
evidence is found to prove beyond doubt that it 
is Wrong. Otherwise security for individuals 

nd peace and safety for the State would be 
risked. She accordingly calls upon her sex 
to panse and think, to consider the arguments 
of the advocates of the movement without 
passion, without prepossession, and partieu- 
ly without “that foolish vanity of would- 
be imitation of men which means 
a great lack of true feminine 
pride.” Above all, she adds, women 
should not be tempted to say We must look 
out for ourselves and our own interests, 
which she declares is slander upon the men 
of America—‘'a slander upon those men 
who have so cordiaily helped us to become

MKINLEY LAW WAGE REDUCTIONS. 

The Democrats are still singing their old 
song that the McKinley law reduced wages. 
It is true, as Tun Tarpune has said on other 
oceasions, that there were some wage reduc- 
tions subsequent to the passage of the law of 
1890. They were trifling in amount, and 
they occurred only in a few industries. They 
were due to the immoderate competition of 
sume American manufacturers who overesti- 
mate i the benefits of the McKinley law. 

The men engaged in the manufacture of 
some kinds of glass, and ia a few other in- 
dustries, assumed that the increased protec- 
tion given by the law of 1890 would obliter- 
ate foreign competition and leave them the 
home market entirely to themselves. They 
did not reckon on the foreign manufacturer 
meeting thore higher duties by towering is 
prices somewhat, by means of cutting wages 
or profits, or both. 

Therefore these American manufacturers 
began turning out goods on 4 more extensive 
scale than before. Some of them increased 
the capacity of their plants and hired more 
men. But when they began to market their 
products they found that they had overdone 
the business, Their foreign competitors had 
cut prices so that they might not be driven 
utterly out of the field. As a consequence of 
the exaggerated expectations of the home 
manufacturers, they found themselves with 
more goods than there were buyers for. Their 
warehouses were filled with commodities 
which they could nat dispose of except by 
offering them below cost and appealing to the 
anxiety of consumers tu get bargains. 

Therefore there was a sudden checking of 
production. It was apparent that the only 
thing to be done was to go slowly till the sur- 
plus stock had been worked off. That neces- 
sitated the discharge of men and this went on 
till the number employed was smaller than it 
was prior to the passage of the new McKinley 
law. The labor market being overstocked 
competition for employment began and re- 
sulted here and there in a slight reduction of 
wages, 5 per cent being the outside limit in 
any case. Gradually as the old stocks were 
disposed of conditions improved and the men 
temporarily unemployed went back to work, 
so that by the summer of 1892 there was 
something for all American workingmen to do. 

But as an offset for these small and rare re- 
ductions there were substantial and generai 
advances in nearly every industry. This was 
the case in New York, as shown by the report 
of the Democratic Commissioner of Labor. 
It was the case in every other manufacturing 
State. So the worst that can be said of the 
law of 1890 is that owing to an error of judg- 
ment on the part of a handful of manufact- 
urers the wages of a few men were lowered, 
but those of the great mass raised. - It worked 

a little evil and a great deal of good. 

The Democratic tariff law, however, has 
wrought infinite evil and no good. It has de- 
creased Wages every where hund advanced them 
nowhere. «It has not cut wages 5 per cent at 
the utmost in a few cases, but has cut them 
from 20 to 33 per centeverywhere, Only the 
salaries of Democratic officeholders have been 
spared. The new law has stimulated enter- 
prise in England, Germany, France, and Bel- 
gium, but has dealt it a severe blow in the 
United States. There is no form of indus- 
trial distress which it has not caused. And 
yet the Democrats are praising their tariff 
bill for what it has done and are declaring 
that if they remain in power they will pass a 
more radical bill which will add to the num- 
ber of the unemployed and diminish wages 
still more. 


THE HAWALIAN INTRIGUE ENDED. 

On the 7th of August last the President of 
the United States wrote a letter to Sanford B. 
Dote, President of the Hawaiian Republic. 
recognizing the new government, in which he 

says: ‘*I cordially reciprocate the senti- 
ments you express for the continuance of the 
friendly relations which have existed between 
the United States and the Hawaiian Islands, 
and I assure you of my best wishes for your 
personal prosperity.“ In this letter Mr. Cleve- 
land addresses Mr. Dole as great and good 
friend,” 

This address recalls another letter, written 
last year, in which Grover Cleveland took the 
pains to assure Mr. Dole that he was his 
“great and good friend.“ Notwithstanding 
these gushmg assurances of friendship and 
his sentimental expressions of concern for 
the interests of the new government it is now 
a matter of official history that Mr. Cleveland 
was in a conspiracy to stab Mr. Dole in the 
back while patting him, and that while Mr. 
Willis was presenting this letter, so full of 
cordial expressions, he had received instruc- 
tions tomake known to the ex-Queen the 
President’s sympathy with her and his hope 
that she would be restored to the throne upon 
certain ‘conditions, including the humane 
treatment of the anti-loyalists and a promise 
not to cut off their heads. It is matter of his- 
tory also that in case the ex-Queen agreed to 
these conditions you | Minister Willis] will 
then advise the executive of the provisional gov- 
ernment and his Ministers of the President's 
determination, and that they are expected 
promptly to relinquish to her her constitu- 
tional authority.“ The ex-Queen would not 
agree to give up the head cutting and the deal 
fell through, 

This was the attitude of Mr. Cleveland 
towards his great and good friend little 
more than a yearago. The letter of Aug. 7, 
1894, must have occasioned a quiet smile 
on President Dole’s countenance as he read 
once more the familiar address Great ‘and 
good friend.” Fortunately, however, cir- 
cumstances have changed since Grover 
Cleveland first. used these expressions of 
friendship. Since then the American Con- 
gress and the American people have stamped 
out the conspiracy to destroy the Hawaiian 
Republic and to réstore the barbarous Queen 
to her throne, and now.that republic has be- 
come an uccomplished fact, officially recog. 

nized. Probably President Dole is no more 
the great and good friend” of President 
Cleveland in 1894 than he was in 1893, but 
he no longer has to fear a conspiracy behind 
these assurances, because he knows Mr. 
Cleveland’s inability to do any harm to the 
new republic. He knows that Queen Liliuo. 
kalani is simply an unsavory incident of the 
last two years and that she and her royal traps 
and flummeries are uf no further account. He 
knows that the Hawaiian Republic has come 
to stay and that under the new form of gov- 
ernment civilization will take the place of 
barbarism and that Hawaii from this time 
forward will enter upon a new career of pros- 
perity, pending the time it will come under 
the control of this government as an integral 
partof the American Union. There is no 
lurcher danger to be apprehended from the

MACVEAGH’S “ BIMETALLISM.” 
The Springfield State Repister, in comment. 


ing on Mr. MacVeagh as a “ bimetaltist,”” 
rofesses not to see any need to ‘wait for an 


nvitation from the effete monarchies of Eu- 
rope to make an advance on the outposts of 
the goldites. It thinks there are enough 
people on. this side of the Atlantic and in 
Eastern Asia to make free coinage safe, and 
that these could easily be led to unite, in 
which cage they could erack the whip over 
the backs of the Snylocks of Europe and bring 
them to terms.“ 

Unite for what? To take silver ata highly 
artificia! value in exchange for products. 
How would it be with China? That is not a 
country which makes agreements to any 
great extent, or that could be depended on to 
keep them to its own manifest disadvantage. 
Our imports from China during the latest 
statistical year reported for amounted to 
$20,600,000 and our exports to $3,900,000, 
This left a balance of $16,700,000 to be paid 
by us in gold, or in silver at its commercial 
value. Neither Chinese merchants nor the 
Chinese Government would agree to call the 
account square on receipt of as much silver as 
could be bought for a little more than 
$8,000,000 in any of the big financial marts 
of Europe. They are not such big fools 
as to do thatin order to indorse the silver 
monometallists of the United States. 

There is a string of American republics 
south of us from which we take produce 
amounting to 136 millions per year and to 


‘which we export to the value of 54 millions. 


Counting iu Cuba and the other West Indies the 
total imports are 218 millions, against ex- 
ports of 81 millions. Roughly speaking, in 
either case our exports are about 40 per cent 
of our imports from those countries. We pay 
the other 60 per cent in gold or its commer- 
cial equivalent in silver. The Register wants 
us to unite with those countries and play 
with them at taking silver at a fancy price 
about double its actual value. They are to 
take from us a huge lot of silver at an arti- 
ficial valuation of $1.29 per ounce when the 
actual value of the metal is only about 65 
cents per ounce, 

This would de a pretty arrangement for us, 
truly. It would be much prettier if Europe 
were non-existent. All our balances with the 
South American countries have to be settled 
in Europe, which is on a gold basis, and the 
South American States though they have 
* free silver, never would consent to any 
such foolishness as half pay for their goods. 
They might be ready enough to coin half 
worth dollars to be sent here in payment for 
goods, but they never would consent to re- 
ceive from us half worth dollars at a valua- 
tion of whole ones. We could not obtain coffee 
from Brazil, sugar from Cuba, or hides from 
Argentina on those terms. If thoge products 
had to be paid for with free silver dollars it 
must be at about double the number of *‘ dol- 
lars that now are charged on the gold basis 
for a stated quantity of goods. 

Now, Mr. MacVeagh himself is a large 
dealer in some of these articles. He buys 
and sells groceries of different kinds which 
come from South America, or from other 
tropical silver-using countries beyond the 
sea, He understands, even if the Register 
does not, that all of those products which he 
hanales, whether coffee, sugar, or spices, have 
to ve paid for in gold, or with silver at its 
commercial value in terms of gold. He 
knows well that he could not enter upon such 
aridiculous com bination with this or that State 
under the terms of which its merchants would 
take pay for their produce in silver rated at 
twice its actual value in the bullion markets 
of the world, accepting from him sixteen 
ounces of silver as the equivalent of one 
ounce of gold when they could take that 
ounce of gold and buy with it thirty or thirty- 
two ounces of silver. 

Wecaunot leave Europe out of the count 
when we undertake to form an international 
agreement fur the use of silver ik payment 
for goods shipped across the ocean. Mr. 
MacVeugh knows that, however he may in- 
tend that his talk about being a bimetallist of 
bimetallists shall be understood by the rank 
and file of the Democratic voters to whom 
his remarks are addressed. The Register 
ought to know this, and if it does not it 
would be wise to study the subject a little be-

TO BUY SILVER WITH SILVER DOLLARS. 

The St. Paul Globe proposes as honest 
way out of the difficulty in regard to silver 
that silver bullion may be exchanged at the 
mints of the United states for standard silver 


dollars equal in number to the market value 


of the bullion. The issue of dollars against 
this bullion is to be accompanied by the re- 
tirement of an equal quantity, first of the sil- 
ver certificates of 1878, and, after these are 
retired, the silver notes of 1890. When, 
under the operation of this competition of the 
arts and mints, the price of silver shall have 
acquired, a steadiness indigatmg an equi- 
librium the ratio is to be adjusted to the com- 
mercial ratio and a recbinage of the current 
standurd coins to be made, This scheme 
would“ enable silver to regain whatever posi- 
tion it is entitled to under free opportunities. 

The proposition isa fair one, provided it 
could not be construed to mean the mintage 
of an additional number of 50 cent dollars to 
pay for the bullion after the retirement of so 
much of the silver paper as could be called 
in, Notenother one of those tokens should 
be coined, and they are not wanted by the 
people for actual use, however much some of 
the people may clamor for more of them. 
It might be found far more difficult to get 
into circulation the silver dollars now in the 
Treasury, even against purchases of silver at 
its bullion value. If the government stood 
ready toredeem them with goid as fast as 
presented they would be taken by the sellers 
of the bullion, but would be more likely to be 
presented for prompt redemption than were 
the Treasury notes issued against silver pur- 
chases under the Sherman law. 

It may be admitted as highly probable that 
the commercial! ratio of gold to silver would 
change under the operation of such a scheme, 
and in the establishment of a new ratio silver 
ought to have the full benefit due to such 
change. But the trouble is the Populists, and 
those of the Democrats who are making com- 
mon cause with them, do not want any new 
ratio. They «persistently shut their eyes to 
the fact that the last quarter of a century has 
brought round very different conditions of 
production, and they demand 16 to 1,“ un- 
less they could get 154, to 1. They are work- 
ing for a forcing uf the issue on this basis, and 
it looks as if it will be necessary to prove to 
them their utter inability to carry the country 
into silver monometallism before it will be 
of much use to agitate and discuss proposi- 
tions for using silver as money at its intrinsic 
value, thus plucing if on an equality with 
gold. The Populist combination to force free 
silver coinage at the ratio of 16 to 1 must be 
beaten at the polls. Then the least crazy 
among the Populists may be ready to join in 
an effort to give to silvér the widest oppor- 
tunity it can have to be used as money with- 
out driving out the gold and debasing the cur- 
rency unit by 50 per cent. 


A correspondent wants to know what Tug 
Trispuxe thinks of the silver plank in the 
platform adopted by the Republicans of South 
Dakota two weeks ago. The plank reads as 
follows: 

We favor the use of both silver and gold as 
money ata ratio of 16 to 1, confining the coin- 
age of silver to American product at the net cost 
of the actual expense of cvinage; and we de- 
mand that silver as well as gold shall be a legal- 
tender for the payment of all debts, both public 
and private; and we pledge the Congressional 
nominees of this convention to support the prin- 
ciples herein contained. 

It does not differ materially from the other 
trans-Miseissippi utteranees of both purties 
on the silver question. They differ among 
themselves in phraseology, but express pretty 
much the same thing, thuugh from widely 
differing motives. In the mining States many 
of the people yearn for free coinage at the 
named ratio of 16 to 1 because they expect 
that, temporarily at least, the price of silver 
bullion would advance to near $1.29 for an 
ounce of the pure metal. In the agricultural 
States many of the people desire free coinage 
at the named ratio because they believe the 
price of silver would not advance, but give 
them a half worth dollar with which to pay 
their debts. The twosets of men work for the 
same object, but with very diffefent purposes. 
This particular plank demands that the 
free coinage of silver shall be limit- 
ed to the American product. But if 
free coinage in the abstract would be such 
a good thing why limit it thus? It is as. 
sumed that the limitation would insure the 
raising of silver produced in the United States 
to one-sixteenth the value of an equal weight 
of gold. If this be not expected why not take 
in the silver product of the whole world? In 
what respect is our silver so much better than 
that of other lands that it alone should be 
coined free? If the men who voted for the 
resoiution really expect its adoption would 
maintain a parity at 16 tol here, while out- 
side it was more than 30 to 1, they are badly 
mistaken, because it would be impossibie to 
keep unidentifiable silver from flowing in 
from Mexico und other ccuntries, and it would 
be idle to try to keep it out, Untold quanti- 
ties of silver would be bought in Mexico at 
about 50 cents for 371 grains, smuggled in 
here, and sold for #1 so long as the price held 
up, which would be buta short time, as the 
avalanche would break down any barrier that 
might be raised against it, The idea is so 
supremely ridiculous that even the men 
behind the movement do not entertain it. 
They are working to get cheap dollars that 
will have only 50 cents of buying power.

THE WAY TO REFORM 
MENTS. 

A local Democratic paper says that Illinois 
must havea new Constitution in order to se- 
cure “three great reforms which are today 
imperatively demanded by all right-thinking 
people.“ The most imperative of the three 
is said to be reform in the government of 
cities. “The people of our larger cities see 
the scandals of our municipal government 
and feel them almost daily.” _. 

There are scandals in connection with the 
legislative and executive departments of the 
city government. Franchises are bought 


from Aldermen. City employés are bought 


by contractors. The streets are filthy and the 
ulleys filthier. Law-breakers are allowed to 
carry on their business unmolested if they 
will pay tribute and work for the Democratic 
ticket, 

There are other scandals which it would 
take too long to enumerate. All “ right- 
thinking citizens” would be giad to get rid of 
them, but what constitutional provisions can 
reform the city government if the majority of 
the voters do not want it reformed? If more 
than half of the voters were sick of these 
scandals they could abolish them without dif- 
ficulty under the present Constitution. But 
it seems as if they do not want to. 

What constitutional provisions which are 
lacking now will give Chicago honest Alder- 
men and efficient Mayors? If any one has 


ple who cannot or will not state just what it 
is they want done. The public has an uneasy 
feeling the motives of these re-

- disguised tax-eaters, who waut to get rid of 


the most wholesome provisions of the Consti- 
tution rather than of provisions which may 
require modification. Therefore * reformers ”’ 
ought to present their bill of specifications.

sous why they want them altered, and what 
they propose to substitute for them. They 
will not do this, however. 


ANOTHER WAY TO ELECT REPRESENT- 
_ATIVES. 

The junior Democratic organ says that 
“the cumulative system of election to the 
Legislature has failed,” and it wants a new 
Constitution in order that there may be an- 
other method of election. Why go to all that 
trouble? The constitutional convention of 
1870 submitted to the voters two plans for 
elevting House members. One of them was 
similar to that which has been in force in 
Obio for more than forty years. It provided 
that every county whose population was three- 
fifths of the ratio should hu ve a House mem- 
ber. One having less than the ratio was to be 
attached to the adjolumg county having the 
least population. A county having not less 
than the ratio and three-fifths was entitled to 
two members, and to an additional one for 
every additional ratio. Counties having over 
200,000 inhabitants could be divided into 
districts not having leas than three nor more 
than five Representatives, 

The other plan was the minority one. The 
great object sought to be guined by it was to 
give representation to the Democrats of 
Northern Illinois and to the Republicans of 
Egypt. The political division in the Legisla- 
ture had been a geographical one also and it 
did not work well. The southern part of the 
State was arrayed solidly against the north- 
ern part. Both of these methods were laid 
before the people. They preferred the minor- 
ity representation, one which certainly has 
accomplished its purpose of giving repre- 
sentation to both parties in all parts of the 
State. 

It may be that the voters are sick of their 
choice now, If so it is easy to give them a 
chance to say so. Submit to them in the 
form of a constitutional amendment the plam 
they rejected in 1870 and see if they want it. 
There isa great deal to be said in favor of 
that plan. it makes gerrymandering more 
difficult, for it does not leave so much to the 
discretion of the Legisiature. Were this 
amendment adopted the method of making 
Senatorial districts would not be changed and 
they could be gerrymandered as now. But 
the House and the Senate districts would be 
distinct, and it would be exceedingly difficult 
to gerrymander the former, especially if in- 
stead of leaving it in the power of the Legis- 
lature to cut up this county into districts 
each of the townships in the city were given 
representatives on the same basis as the out- 
side counties. 

No one hears any grumbling about minor- 
ity representation except from the practical 
politicians. If the people are discontented 
but silent then submit an amendment to 
them embodyimg what may be called the Ohio 
plan and find out what they think about the 
matter, re 2 


Tue Washington correspondent of the sen- 
ior Democratic organ says there is great eu- 
riosity there to know how MacVeagh stands 
on silver:

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Tx Orphan Brigade had a large gathering 
at Russellville, Ky., a few days ago at which 
the Hon. John W. Caldwell was the principal 
orator. In the course of his address he said: 

Those who scan intelligently the political hori- 
zon and speculate wisely as to coming events can 
scarcely doubt that the day is not distant when a 
great and growing West will grow weary of the 
ceaseless exactions of the Kast and will reassert, 
and probably successfully enforce, the aban- 
doned doctrine of. secession once advocated by 
the Southern people.

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Tue tinplate manufacturers and their em- 
ployés are having a conference at Pittsburg 
about the reduction in wages necessitated by 
the new tariff law.

fadturers have asked for a cut in wages rang- 
ing from 1234 to 20 per cent. The men do 
not deny that some reduction should be made, 
but they do not think it should be so large.

If the men in- 
sist on demanding the old wages under the 
uew conditions they will simply throw them- 
selves out of work. There are very few man- 
ufacturing cities in the country where this 
unpleasant process of readjusting the wage 
scale on a lower level is not going on now, 
To a certain extent the seales agreed on are 
experimental, In some cases after trial the 
manufacturers will find the cut is not suffi- 
cient. In others the employés will claim it is 
too great and demand higher wages. There 
is no prospect of industrial peace for a long 
time to come.

THERE appears to be a breach in the ranks 
of the Louisiana Democrats, how wide or how 
deep time only can tell.

great influence in their respective districts. 
The outcome of their conference was the 
passage of a resolution declaring ‘hat the in- 
terests of the sugar people hereafter lie with 
the Republican party. In plain English,” 
said one of the speakers, let us vote the Re- 
publican ticket,’’ and to this declaration there 
were but two dissenting voieés, These men 
are credited with controlling the political 
situation in four of the Congressional dis- 
tricts of the State. It is unsafe to predict the 
result in November, but it would not be sur- 
prising under the circumstances if the Re- 
publicans should carry one or more districts. 
The crisis evidently is a grave one. The City 
Item of New Orleans probably reflects the 
feeling of the sugar men when it says: 


Four districts in Louisiana are largely inter- 
ested in the sugar industry. They should select 
as Representatives to Congress men who will 
stand upon the platform of their people's rights 
and interests and not those who succumb to the 
party whip as curs to that of the master. With 
this idea kept steadily in view we can expect to 
have men in the National Legislature who will 
truly represent us. Asin city politics we can 
with perfect propriety break from party to in 
material affairs can we do the same thing.

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INSURANCE ABFAIRS 


RATES ON LUMBER YARDS ARE SOON 
TO BE RAISED. 


Recent Heavy Losses Cause the Underwrit- 
ers’ Association to Discuss the Matter 
=The Sentiment Is Strongly ia Favor 
of Putting Up the Rates and Action to 
That End Will Shortly Be Taken rue 
Lancashire Comes Back Into the West- 


ern Union, | 

Insurance rates will probably be advanced 
on all the lumber yards in Cook County with- 
ina short time. The recent lumber fires 
both here and in other States have led to the 

cussion of increased rates for several days. 
Yesterday. the Executive committeo of the 
Underwriters’ Association discussed the mat- 
ter and it is understood a committee was ap- 
pointed to consider the’ lumber schedule, 
Owing to the by-laws of the present organiza- 
tion there will be no meeting of the members 
until October, and itis probable, therefore, 
that a flat rate will be made taking effect at 
once. This will be done to protect the com- 
panies until such time as a revised schedule 
can be adopted. 

There is scarcely an agent on the street who 
does not say that lumber rates should be ad- 
vanced; what the lumbermen think is another 
matter. Within recent years they have fol- 
lowed pretty closely the suggestions made by 
underwriters. At the instance of. the latter 
the streets in the yards have been kept clear 
in order to facilitate the passage of fire en- 
gines. Then the lumber interests subscribed 
money for the building of a fire boat, which 
has been retained in the lumber yards either 
here or at Soutli Chicago. The latest move to 
further increase the protection against fire is 
the plan for equipping tug boats with pumps. 
But the insurance men say their losses have 
been heavy and the rates too low. One esti- 
mate at random of the value of the lumber 
that will be affected was $10,000,000, The 
proposition for an advance will probably meet 
with unanimous favor. 

At the meeting yesterday a subcommittee 
on patent devices was appointed. The mem- 
pers are Messrs. Holmes, Gray, and Brown. 
To them will be referred the numerous con- 
trivances for fighting and preventing fires 
which are called to the attention of the asso- 
ciation. 


LANCASHIRE BACK IN THE FOLD. 


Manager Gilbert Becomes a Member of the 
Western Union of Managers. 

Manager Gilbert of the Lancashire Insur- 
ance company has become a member of the 
Western Union of Managers.

Early 
in the year it lost two companies and the Lan- 
cashire goes a good ways toward filling the 
gap. It adds so much strength to the efforts 
of the union to maintain rates and foster 
good practices. 


HOOSIER COMPANY REORGANIZED. 


The Merchants’ Fire of Indiana Opens 
Headquarters at Hammond, Ind. 

The reorganization of the Merchants’ In- 
surance company of Indiana is announced, 
with general offices at Hammond. Tun Turn- 
ung is in receipt of a communication from 
Secretary J. W. Bernard in which he an- 
nounces the reorganization and says the com- 
pany was chartered in 1836 by the Indiana 
Legislature, and for many years, he says, did 
a successful business throughout Indiana. 
Several years ago the company was reorgan- 
ized as the Merchants’ Insurance company 
and since that time has been doing some 
business, ** principally that of reinsurance of 
other companies admitted to do business in 
Indiana, although the company has issued 
some direct policies. 

Mr. Bernard then adds: “ By recent vote of 
the Board of Directors it was decided to reor- 
ganize the company and to remove its general 
offic es to Hammond, Ind., and to extend the 
busi ness of the company more extensively by 
appointing agents in larger cities having fire 
protection throughout Indiana, and to also 
accept moderate lines on the strictly surplus 
risks outside of Indiana at full tariff rates. 

The name of J. H. Irish appears as Presi- 
dent and W. B. Reading as Vice-President. 
The capital stock is given as paid up at 6200, 

000. The assets Sept. 5, 1894, are given at 
$205,881. Of this amount $10. 000 is in 
call loans secured by collateral, $20,000 in 
stocks owned by the company, $110,121 in 
term loans and accrued interest, and $60,000 
in loans on collateral security. The cash in

ognition. It is not to be expected that an organ- 
ization which has involved its members in a con- 
troversy in which they had no interest, in the 
effort to establish a principle which could not 
possibly prevail, and has needlessly cost 
them their places in times when men 
are more abundant than work will take deep 
root or long survive its own folly. Nor would 
it be pradent for railway companie; to give an 
recognition or standing to an organization whic 
has recklessly involved them in the losses conse- 
quent upon an effort to enforce a demand whicb 
was inimical alike to the interest of the com- 
panies, the employés, and the public. 

The direct interest of the railway companies 
in this controversy is of secondary importance to 
the greater interest of the entire industrial sys- 
tem of the country, which is at stake. The rail- 
way companies are compelled to contest the 
right of any organization to place restrictions on 
their power to fuifill the obligations which are 
by law imposed upon them. The transportation 
system of the country must not be used by any 
organization as a weapon against those with 
whom it may have controversy. 


LOUISVILLE AND NASHVILLE EVIDENCE, 


Chicago Ratiroad Men. 

The Master in Chancery and the traffic offi- 
cials of the Louisvilie and Nashville railway, 
who have been in the city for the last three 
days taking the depositions of railway offi- 
cials to be used in the matter of appeal by 
the Southern roads from the decision of the 
Inter-State Commerce Commission ordering 
them to stop discrimination against Western 
cities, completed their work yesterday. In 
the evening they left for Louisville, Ky., 
where the depositions of President M. I. 
Smith, Vice-President S. R. Knott, and other 
officials of the Louisville and Nashville will 
be taken. From Leuisville the Master in Chan- 
cery and Louisville and Nashville officials will 
go to New York and take the depositions of 
Albert Fink and Commissioner Goddard. 
They will then go to Atianta and points in the 
West to secure evidence there. 0 

The railroad officials examined yesterday 
were W. H. Newman of the Chicago and 
Northwestern and M. C. Markham of the Iili- 
nois Central. Mr, Markhani’s deposition was 
quite voluminous. He gave interesting facts 
and figures to show how to arrive at an aver- 
age rate a ton a mile. To do this, he said, an 
accurate account is kept of the actual dis- 
tance each ton of freight is hauled. This dis- 
tance inultiplied by mnmber of tons so 
hauled gives an equivalent of the number of 
tons transported one mile. These tons trans- 

rted one mile, made up of the many and 

issimilar transactions of the railroad for a 
year, are added together to get the total num- 
ber of tons transported one mile. 
number of tons transported one mile is di- 
vided into the total revenue derived from the 
transportation of freight. The quotient of 
this is the average rate a ton a 
mile. For instanze, if ten tons 
of freight are hauled a distance of 200 miles, 
by multiplying the distance hauled by the 
number of tons carried it would be converted 
into 2,000 tons carried one mile. If this 
freight were carried at the rate of 10 cents a 
100 pounds there would be realised by the 
transaction 520, or one cent a ton a mile. If 
again there were hauled ten tons of another 
kind of freight a distance of 1,000 miles, by 
multiplying the distance hauled by the tons 
carried it would be converted into 10,000 
tons carried one mile. If for this transac- 
tion a charge of 25 cents is madethere would 
be realized $50, or 5 mills a ton 4 mile. 
A rate of a ton a mile is 
therefore one of the most misleading 
lights that one can be guided by. Ot itself it 
has no value whatever, and is entirely dis- 
carded by traffic men in their calculations. 4 
rate of 4 or 5 mills a ton a mile, consideri 
the character of freight, the volume offe 
for shipment, the amount that can be loaded 
in a car, and the distances hauled, is often- 
times preferable and much more remunera- 
tive than another class of freight that would 
pay ten or fifteer times greater rate aton a

CAN’T HOLD HIM FOR OOMING RENT. 
Jadge Tuthill Gives Sarah Gandey’s Little

ence.}~—Since Senator Hans- 

brough returned to his home at Devil’s Lake 
in North Dakota he has tendered his services 
in the present campaign to the Republican 
State Central committee, which will avail itself 
of his valuable aid. Gov. Nelson of Minnesota 
will also address the Republicans at Grand 
Forks, Fargo, and one or two other points in 
this State. Congressman Johnson has re- 
turned and is making preparations for an 
active campaign. Senator Hansbrough 
says that “the Republican State ticket 
of North Dakota is the fruit of 
a convention which was composed of 
representacive mén who were selected in a 
regular and orderly way. It is not the off. 
spring of a self-constituted Executive com- 
mittee, whose meetings were behind closed 
doors and ofthe dark-lantern order. The 
Democratic and Populistic convontions were 
opposed to fusion. This was understood 
throughout the State, and the people were 
upon the — of congratulating themselves 
upon the hopeful probability that in the forth- 
coming campaign the three political parties 
would ask for support upon their merits as 
political organizations and upon principle. 
But the officeseekers and office-brokers of 
these two parties have willed that it shall be 
otherwise. The two lists of candidates who 
were selected in open convention by those 
delegated for the work in the usual and long- 
accepted way have been revised by the two 
so-called Executive committees, secretly as- 
sembled and mysteriously commingled.

The average 
voter does not need an interpreter. e 
knows if he agrees with the doctrine avowed 
at Valley City, and he should demand the 
privilege of voting for the men who hold to 
that doctrine, If he believes in the gold 
standard and gold bond platform adopted by 
the Budd Reeves gathering at Grand Forks it 
is the duty of those intrusted with the Reeves 
party management to give him a straight 
ticket representing Democratic principles. 
Any other plan is an insult to the intelligent 
voter and a stigma upon our republican torm 
of government.”

life, the present of one no doubt seemed odd, 
but part of the furnishing of every English 
dining-room is a silver toasting fork. It is a 
pleasant sight to see a fair English lady, girl, 
ormatron using this implement for the ben- 
efit of some favored guest, or quite as often 
for the husband or brother, who has come in 
unexpectedly just as tea is being served. 

A pretty fashion prevailed in England some 
years ago, and there is no reason why it should 
not be introduced at our afternoon tea tables, 
although it has long since been abandoned by 
those who invented it. It was a tray for the 
silver service, and was made of beadwork, 
usually in scroll or arabesque pattern, and 
framed heavily in gilt. It resembled a panel 
picture, but with rounding ends, At the four 
corners rqunds of wood s bout the size of a 
half dollar and a half inck thick were placed 
to serve as feet.

Cucumber Salad in Winter. 
Cucumber lovers will find a way to enjoy them 
fresh out of season by following this German rec- 
ipe to preserve them: Take as many medium 
sized cucumbers as you wish and pare and slice

ethics of egg cookefy. A Frenchman has 
been able to include in a cook book of his 
preparation over 100 ways to serve this 
nourishing article of diet. 

Poached is one of the most delicate and 
digestible ways to cook an egg. The slightly- 
salted water should be at the boiling point. 
but not bubbling. That tears the white to 
pieces and makes, rags of it. The Ae, 
broken first in a saucer or cup, should be slid 
easily in, and the hot water heaped over the 
yelk as it cooks, to hasten its covering while 
it is still soft. A flat forated cream skim- 
mer is best utensil to take out the egg, 
and it should reach the table on a square of 
hot toast from which the crusts are cut, and 
on a hot plate, thirty sesonds from the 
moment of its leaving the water, The egg 
poacher is not liked by all cooks, The egg 
comes out in a beautiful circle, but before 
the yelk has whitened over it has hardened 
beyond the perfection point, the metal ri 
probably somewhat tempering the heat 
action of the water.
